The  Akron  Volunteer  Fire  Company  was 
incorporated  in  1897.  At  that  time  the 
equipment  consisted  of  a  hose  cart  and  lad¬ 
der  wagon.  In  1924  a  Hale  truck  was  pur¬ 
chased,  which  was  taken  out  of  service  in 
1959. 

At  present  the  equipment  consists  of 
two  trucks,  a  1951  Mack  pumper  and  a  1959

Organized  1812 

On  January  9,  1812,  the  Manheim  Fire  Com¬ 
pany  was  organized  and  Articles  of  Association 
were  formulated.  This,  the  first  fire  company,  was 
organized  26  years  before  Manheim  was  incorpor¬ 
ated  as  a  Borough  on  April  16,  1838.  At  this 
meeting  a  small  hand  engine  was  purchased  from 
the  Union  Fire  Company  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  which 
in  turn  had  been  imported  from  England  in  1754. 
The  inscription  "Jan.  9,  1812,  Manheim,  Pa., 
Hope  No.  1"  was  placed  on  this  new  piece  of  fire 
fighting  equipment.  This  piece  of  equipment  is 
now  in  the  Hershey  Museum  at  Hershey,  Pa.,  and 
through  their  kindness  you  may  see  this  hand- 
drawn  fire  engine  in  the  parade  today,  and  will  be 
on  public  viewing.  This  engine  was  equipped  with 
leather  hose  in  1812. 

From  1812  to  1871  eight  various  fire  com¬ 
panies  were  organized.  In  1847  a  second  hand 
engine  was  purchased  with  133  feet  of  leather 
hose  for  $525.37.

In  1920, 
at  a  borough  election,  the  citizens  voted  to  give 
Borough  Council  authority  to  purchase  an  Ameri¬ 
can  LaFrance  engine  for  $12,500.00.  This  was

On  June  17,  1921,  the  first  meeting  was 
called  in  Manheim,  by  the  Hope  Fire  Engine  and 
Hose  Company  No.  1,  to  organize  the  Lancaster 
County  Firemen's  Association.  Fourteen  county 
fire  companies  responded.  From  that  first  meet¬ 
ing  in  Manheim,  the  Lancaster  County  Firemen's 
Association  grew  from  year  to  year  until  today  the 
membership  totals  87  volunteer  fire  companies. 
In  1930,  Fire  Chief  Paul  Z.  Knier  of  the  Hope 
Fire  Engine  and  Hose  Company  No.  1  was  elected 
Lancaster  County -Fire  Marshall  by  the  Associa¬ 
tion. 

In  1946  the  Fire  Police  of  the  company  was 
organized  and  today  numbers  15. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  Fire  Company  is 
an  organization  which  has  aided  much  to  the  fi¬ 
nancial  status  of  the  company  and  again  in  tak¬ 
ing  care  of  the  "hungry  feeling"  so  many  of  us 
seem  to  have.

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PIONEER  FIRE  COMPANY 

MARIETTA,  PA. 


It  is  said  that  a  very  disastrous  fire,  consum¬ 
ing  nearly  a  block  of  frame  houses  along  Front 
Street  in  Marietta  about  the  year  1838  started  the 
movement  to  organize  a  fire  company  for  the  com¬ 
munity.  In  the  early  spring  of  1840,  a  group  of 
citizens  met  in  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  and 
fire  fighting.  They  applied  for  a  state  act  of  in¬ 
corporation  under  “The  Pioneer  Fire  Company  of 
Marietta".  The  first  incorporate  meeting  was  held 
in  January,  1841.  John  J.  Libhart  was  elected  the 
first  president. 

A  new  hand  pumper  for  two  men  was  bought 
and  was  housed  on  April  24,  1841.  The  next  piece 
of  equipment,  a.  used  suction  type  pump,  was 
bought  June  16,  1869.  Other  pieces  of  equipment 
included  a  Silsby  rotary  steam  engine  in  1872;  a 
hook  and  ladder,  also  in  1872;  a  chemical  truck  in 
1920;  and  a  rotary  pump  motorized  by  members  of 
the  company  in  1927  and  used  until  December, 
1959.  In  1946  we  received  a  two  stage  centrifu¬ 
gal  750  GPM  American  LaFrance  pumper.  Late 
in  the  fall  of  1959  an  order  was  placed  with  the 


Howe  Company  of  Anderson,  Ind.,  for  a  new  Howe 
pump  mounted  on  an  International  chassis,  the 
pump  750  GPM,  also  a  500  gal.  booster  tank.  The 
company  is  expecting  delivery  of  the  new  truck  in 
May  or  June  of  this  year.

A  fire  department  was  organized  in 
Maytown  in  1916  known  as  the  Maytown 
Volunteer  Fire  Company,  with  the  first 
meeting  being  held  in  the  town  barber 
shop.  A  small  shed  was  built  in  the  rear 
of  the  town  band  hall  to  house  the  first  fire 
engine  which  was  a  hand  pumper.  This 
was  in  service  until  the  first  motorized 
engine  was  purchased  in  1919.  This  was 
a  Model  T  Ford  equipped  with  two  40  gal. 
chemical  tanks.  In  1925  the  Ford  truck 
was  replaced  with  a  Reo  chemical  engine. 

In  June,  1925,  the  company  decided  to 
purchase  ground  and  build  a  new  fire 
station.  This  was  built  and  dedication 
services  were  held  on  November  16,  1926 
August,  1935,  it  was  again  decided  that  the  com¬ 
munity  needed  a  more  modern  and  efficient  fire 
apparatus  and  a  new  Reo  truck  equipped  with  a 
450  GPM  pump  was  purchased  and  the  two  trucks 
were  in  service  until  1953  when  a  larger  pumper 
with  a  600  gallon  water  tank  was  purchased. 

The  company  has  grown  in  strength  and 
knowledge  over  the  years  with  a  membership  of 
approximately  150  members.  The  company  is 
also  very  proud  of  a  very  active  Ladies'  Auxiliary, 
numbering  well  over  100  members.  They  are  very 
active  in  fund  raising  campaigns. 

Among  the  other  achievements  of  which  the 
company  is  justly  proud  is  that  it  is  one  of  the  first 
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companies  in  this  state  to  have  an  organized  and 
well-trained  active  Junior  Department.

In  August,  1942,  the  Neffsville  Auxiliary  Fire 
Company  No.  1  was  formed,  operating  under  the 
Neffsville  Fire  Company  charter.  It  was  formed 
as  a  war  emergency  in  event  of  trouble  in  Southern 
Manheim  Twp.  The  Shirk  Motor  Express  Company 
gave  building  space  to  house  a  1921  Hahn  500  gal. 
fire  engine,  which  was  the  property  of  the  Neffs¬ 
ville  company.  The  Shirk  Company  also  gave  the 
services  of  a  group  of  employees  to  operate  the 
equipment  in  case  of  calls  during  their  working 
hours,  in  conjunction  with  the  volunteer  members 
of  the  company.  In  1945  it  was  decided  to  apply 
for  a  charter  to  form  a  separate  company  to  be 
called  the  Southern  Manheim  Township  Fire  Com¬ 
pany.  On  April  24,  1946,  the  first  meeting  of 
this  new  company  was  held  with  H.  C.  Shiffer 
presiding. 

A  fire  company  monthly  newspaper  was 
established  in  September,  1946,  named  "The 
Flame",  which  was  circulated  to  all  the  members 
in  good  standing.  John  W.  Butts  was  the  first 
editor. 

On  September  25,  1946,  a  Firemen's  Relief 
Association  was  organized  with  the  same  officers 
as  those  of  the  fire  company.  On  the  evening  of 
March  I  1,  1947,  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  the  com¬ 
pany  was  formed  at  the  Brecht  School,  with  27 
persons  attending.  Funds  were  voted  by  the  com¬ 
pany  to  be  used  in  this  organization. 

It  was  decided  to  join  the  Loncaster  County 
Firemen's  Association  on  April  24,  1946. 

On  November  14,  1947,  an  order  was  placed 
with  the  Buffalo  Fire  Appliance  Company  and 
Diamond  T  Sales  Company  for  equipment  amount¬ 
ing  to  $7,945.  On  May  9,  1949,  an  auxiliary 
portable  water  pump  was  purchased  and  added  to 
our  equipment.  In  October  of  1949  the  old  Hahn 
engine  was  retired  to  the  Dunie  Scrap  Yard  for 
junk.  On  November  3,  1959  it  was  voted  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  squad  truck  from  Hollinger  &  Son,  Inc., 
for  $2,600.  A  portable  generator  with  all  acces¬ 
sories  was  purchased  on  February  28,  1951,  at  a 
cost  of  $601.  On  January  30,  1952,  a  tract  of 
land  was  purchased  at  Fruitvi lie  Pike  and  Orchard 
Street  as  a  site  for  a  fire  house,  the  cost  being 
$2,863.  Mobile  radio  equipment  was  installed  in 
two  pieces  of  equipment  in  October  of  1952.  The 
new  building  was  constructed  and  the  first  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  there  May  25,  1955.  The  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  furnished  the  kitchen  and  other  equip¬ 
ment.  They  moved  into  the  building  in  August, 
1955,  and  held  their  first  meeting  there  in  Oc¬ 
tober.  Most  of  the  work  on  the  new  building  was 


done  by  the  membership,  and  dedication  cere¬ 
monies  were  held  April  7,  1956.  The  building  is 
clear  of  all  debt. 

In  1956  the  Southern  Manheim  Township 
Junior  Firefighters  were  organized  upon  disband¬ 
ment  of  the  National  Junior  Buffs.  (Age  require¬ 
ments,  1 3  -  17).

The  Quarryville  Fire  Company  was  organized 
in  1902.  George  W.  Hensel,  Jr.,  the  founder  of 
the  Slumbering  Ground  Hog  Lodge,  was  installed 
as  its  first  president  on  Jan.  26,  1903.  The  first 
piece  of  equipment  was  a  two  30  gallon  tank  Hal¬ 
loway  chemical  engine  which  was  purchased  on 
Jan.  31,  1903,  for  the  sum  of  $650.00. 

The  first  motorized  equipment  was  purchased 
in  Jan.  of  1922  —  a  three  35  gal.  tank,  O.  J. 
Childs,  mounted  on  an  International  truck  of  1  Vi 
ton  capacity.  Mr.  A.  M.  Book  was  elected  fire 
chief,  filling  that  position  until  his  death  in  1929 
at  which  time  he  was  succeeded  by  Earl  F.  LeFever. 

An  American  LaFrance  triple  combination 
was  purchased  with  equipment  at  a  cost  of  nearly 
$10,000  on  Feb.  6,  '28,  and  was  used  until  1959. 

On  Oct.  17,  1932,  a  building  committee  was 
appointed  by  the  President,  I.  Diller  Miller. 
Ground  breaking  was  held  on  Oct.  20,  1932,  the 
corner  stone  was  laid  on  Dec.  17,  1932,  the  equip¬ 
ment  was  moved  in  on  June  20,  1933,  and  the  ded¬ 
ication  was  held  August  18,  1933. 

The  company  also  is  quite  proud  of  their 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  which  was  organized  in  August 
of  1933.  After  a  period  of  partial  inactivity,  it 
was  reorganized  June  6,  1949.  It  was  decided  to 
hold  the  monthly  meetings  the  first  Monday  night 
of  the  month.  By-Laws  were  prepared  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  and  adopted  by  the  Auxiliary.  Projects 
that  have  become  annual  are  the  autumn  roast 
chicken  supper  and  the  community  Xmas  party.

SILVER  SPRING  FIRE  COMPANY 

SILVER  SPRING,  PA. 


It  was  in  June,  1948,  when  21  residents 
of  the  Silver  Spring  area  got  together  at  a 
meeting  and  decided  that  they  were  going 
to  form  a  fire  company  for  the  benefit  of 
the  community.  At  this  meeting  there 
were  also  some  members  of  the  Susque¬ 
hanna  Fire  Company  of  Columbia  who  at¬ 
tended  to  give  the  guidance  needed  in 
forming  a  fire  company  on  a  volunteer 
basis. 

At  this  meeting,  in  order  to  get  the 
fire  company  started,  a  president  was 
elected  who  was  John  Butzer,  Lancaster, 
R.  D.  1.,  and  he  served  as  president  of  the 
company  for  4  years.  Joseph  Nitroy,  Sr., 
Silver  Spring,  was  elected  treasurer  and  he 
served  for  3  years  in  that  capacity.  Joseph 
R.  Forrest,  Columbia,  R.  D.  1,  was  elected 
secretary.  Richard  Webb,  Silver  Spring, 
was  elected  our  first  fire  chief. 


Our  first  meeting  was  held  in  a  garage  on  the 
property  of  Webb's  Service  Station  and  monthly 
meetings  were  held  there  until  the  present  build¬ 
ing  was  completed.  In  the  beginning,  the  engine 
was  stored  in  a  part  of  the  service  station  at  the 
front  of  the  property  and  in  later  years  was  kept 
in  the  large  garage  at  the  rear  of  the  property. 

In  order  that  the  company  could  own  property, 
President  Butzer  appointed  a  committee  consisting 
of  the  officers  of  the  company  to  look  into  the 
matter  of  obtaining  a  charter  which  was  done 
and  we  became  officially  incorporated  as  a  non¬ 
profit  organization  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  in  September  of  1948. 

At  the  same  time  we  talked  to  the  Susque¬ 
hanna  Fire  Company  relative  to  obtaining  their 
engine  which  they  were  going  to  dispose  of,  either 
by  trading  it  in  or  else  selling  it  to  some  fire  com¬ 
pany.  After  some  discussion,  they  finally  agreed 
to  sell  it  to  our  company  for  the  sum  of  $1.00. 
Thus,  we  became  the  owner  of  a  1922  American 
LaFrance  fire  engine  which  was  our  first  piece  of 
equipment. 

Through  the  Reading  Fire  Equipment  Com¬ 
pany,  Reading,  Pa.,  we  arranged  to  buy  1,000  ft. 
2]/2"  hose  and  500  ft.  Wi"  hose  on  a  time  basis, 
and  although  it  was  a  struggle,  the  company  man¬ 
aged  to  pay  this  off  in  good  time. 

While  the  fire  company  was  benefitting  the 
residents  of  our  community,  we  of  the  fire  com¬ 
pany  did  not  feel  that  every  time  we  needed  some¬ 
thing  that  we  should  appeal  to  them  for  donations. 
When  we  were  first  starting  out,  there  were  other 
fire  companies  in  the  vicinity  who  were  also  ap-

pealing  to  people  of  our  community  for  donations. 
We  did  not  want  to  make  our  company  a  hard¬ 
ship  on  anyone,  therefore,  we  decided  to  hold 
festivals  and  suppers  in  order  to  raise  funds. 
These  affairs  were  supported  by  the  community 
very  well. 

In  order  to  have  these  festivals  and  suppers, 
it  was  necessary  to  have  the  help  of  the  ladies  of 
the  community  and  accordingly  the  ladies  held  a 
meeting  and  formed  a  Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  our 
fire  company  which  still  is  in  existence. 

In  1953  we  purchased  our  second  piece  of 
equipment  which  was  a  Dodge  auxiliary  truck 
which  was  fitted  out  with  a  stretcher  and  which 
can  be  used  as  an  ambulance. 

In  1954  our  old  engine  was  getting  to  the 
point  where  it  would  take  quite  a  bit  of  repairs  so 
we  purchased  our  present  engine  from  the  May- 
town  Fire  Company  which  is  a  1938  Reo. 

All  of  this  has  been  accomplished  through 
the  efforts  of  the  members  of  the  fire  company 
together  with  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  residents 
of  the  community  who  have  supported  all  of  our 
events  to  their  fullest  extent. 

The  present  equipment  consists  of  a  4,300 
gal.  tank  trailer  pulled  by  a  1953  F-8  Ford.
